The University of Charleston (UC)
should include a segment in its
business curriculum on the value
ofadollar.

Several of the University's
departments have gonetothe head
of their classes by utilizing the
Surplus Property Program. By
combining their resources and
shopping at Surplus Property, the
university has better metthe needs
of their students and the various
programs offered.

Steve Ballard, the Director of
Facility Services, offers a good
example. His department handles
allmaintenance, housekeepingand
grounds for the university. He first
learned aboutthe Surplus Property
Program from his predecessor,
who was always impressed with
the selection of property available.

Whenthe StudentAffairs Depart-
ment and the Athletic Department
were in need of buses to transport
studentsto activities buthad limited
funds, itwas only natural for Ballard
toturnto Surplus Property for help.

“When the University of
Charleston started their football
program, they asked me to find a
way to get the athletes to Laidley
Field (inCharleston)and, ofcourse,
we had very little money," Ballard
said. "l called Surplus Property and

theytook care of me. It
was atremendous relief
to be able to find these
buses. It's about time
to take another trip to
Surplus Propertyto see
whatelse they havethat
we may need.”

Cathleen Cunning-
ham,anAdministrative
Assistant for Facility
Services, agrees that dealing with
Surplus Property is always a
positive experience. "The staff at
Surplus Property is so nice and
helpful,”she said. “Theyareagood
resourceformanydifferentthings.”

The Athletic Department uses
the busestotransporttheirfootball
players and equipment to Laidley
Field for practices and games, as
wellas to away games. In addition,
the StudentLife Departmentutilizes
the busesfortransporting students
to ballgames and other activities,
such as homecoming.

“A significant portion of our
residential students do not have
automobiles oncampus,” said Doug
Walters, Dean of Students. “We

Great Buys are Found in Retired Surplus Computers
P

Looking for a bargain on a good,
used computer? Search no more!

Eachyear, the West Virginia State
Agency for Surplus Property
(WVSASP) acquires over 2,000
retired computers from the
Department of Health and Human
Resources (DHHR), the Depart-

ment of Environmental Protection (DEP) and other state agencies. As
new computers are ordered, the older models are retired to WVSASP for
resale. The average age of the retired computers is three to four years.
“We process between 100 to 500 computers a week from agencies
throughout the state,” said State Surplus Property Supervisor Anthony
Cooper. "Computers are a big seller. You can put a good, used Pentium
Il systemtogether for about $100, whichincludes a 17-inch monitor, CPU,
mouse, and keyboard. We sell everything 'asis', butwe try to help people

check them out to see if there are
anyapparentproblems.”

There is a process established
when retiring state property. “You
can'tjustload the computersona
truck and make the delivery to
Surplus. Requirements must be
metby eachdepartment,”said Judy
Taylor, an office assistant for
DHHR. “Our ManagementInforma-
tion System personnel identifies
the eligible computers based on
warranty expiration, then cleans
the hard drive so all confidential

us to do so today. Without the
buses we acquired through
Surplus Property, some of our
activities would either not be
taking place, or we would have to
rent buses to ferry the students
wherever the activity happens to
be.”

Prior to purchasing the buses,
the University of Charleston only
had an eight-passenger van
which obviously could not
accommodate their needs.
“Because of the Surplus Property
Program, we can offer our
students more options. This
proves that there is always
someone out there who can use
whatothersnolongerneed,” said
Walters.

In addition, to the Facility
Services, Student Life and
Athletic departments, the appeal
to the Surplus Property Program
has spread throughout other
departments within the University
of Charleston. The Food Services

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Small Businesses Benefitfrom Bargains at Surplus

Helping out small businesses
is an added benefit of the State
Surplus Property Program. Ken
Mills and his wife are prime
examples on the vast savings
that are awaiting businesses at
the West Virginia State Agency
for Surplus Property.

Mills has furnished his 10,000
square feet of office space almost
completely with surplus property.
“We greatly reduced our start-up
costs by purchasing surplus com-
puters, networking equipment,
desks, chairs, light fixtures, even
shelving for our displays and
warehouse areas. | estimate that
we've saved nearly $100,000 from
what it would have cost us had
we purchased the merchandise
brand new," he said.

The Mills have always enjoyed
auctions, yard sales and flea
markets and then reselling their
treasures. Several years ago,
when Mills’ son went to the West
Virginia State Agency for Surplus
Property with a friend to buy
networking equipment, he
suggested to his dad that he
explore this hidden gold mine.

“Ibegan going to surplus public
auctions and buying small
quantities of items to resell. As
time went on, | bought more and
more property,” said Mills. “My
son suggested | turn my hobby
into abusiness.” Mills decided to
start a company called Black
Knight Trading Company.

Many people may notbe aware
of WVSASP's weekly sealed bid
process. Mills indicated that he
benefitsfromboththe sealed bids
and public auctions. Although he
has acquired various surplus
items, he has yet to purchase a
vehicle from WVSASP, but
admits he was once tempted to
buy a box truck at a live auction
event. Unfortunately, he did not
have an immediate need and
decided notto make the purchase.
“Now | HAVE to have a box truck
and I'mlooking at paying $12,000
asopposedtothe $3,100 thatthe
one | had considered went for.”

Inadditiontothe greatbargains
atSurplus Property, Mills stresses
aboutthe helpfulness ofthe staff,
who he describes as just 'good
people’. “Once we bought as

many as 30 pallet loads of stuff
during an auction. When it came
time to load it to leave, the staff
was more than willing to help us.
That was a big job.”

The relationship between Mills
and WVSASP has grown over
the past few years. “l would just
liketo saythat| believe the Surplus
Property Program is a major,
hidden asset for small business-
es in this state, especially for
those just starting up because a
company’s first year is their
hardest. If they will just tap into
the Surplus Property Program,
they can offset their costs
tremendously for pennies on the
dollar from what it would cost
them to buy the stuff new.”

Surplus Property Manager Ken
Frye is pleased with the ways the
State Surplus Property Program
assist small businesses. "We
have the capability of making a
difference in the operating costs
of not only our eligible organi-
zations, but also small business-
esthroughout our state,” he said.
“I hope people will learn from the
savings experienced by Mr. Mills
andtake advantage ofthe opportu-
nities we have to offer."

informationisremoved. Atthattime,
we arrange for aprivate vendorwith
whomwe have acontractto pickup
the computersthroughoutthe state
anddeliverthemto Surplus." Taylor
has dealt with WVSASP for more
than17years."Theyare outstand-
ing and will do anything in their
power to make the retirement
process easy and quick.”

Tammy Canterbury, an admini-
strative service manager for DEP,
indicated thather departmenthas a
similar process when scheduling
their computers forretirement.“No
partsare tobe removed fromretired
computers. Once cleaned, the
computersaregatheredandanF-
document is prepared in the
WVFIMS system. We then call and
schedule a delivery date with
Surplus Property.”

When the computers arrive at
WVSASP, the staff ensures the
paperwork matchesthedelivery of
equipmentforinventory purposes.
Aprice, basedonthe currentmarket
value, is placed on eachcomputer
and the computers are then made
availabletothe public.

Schools are most often the
biggest customers for computers;
however, many also are sold
through public sales. “We just sold
several computers to Clay County
Schools for their classrooms, so
thatevery child could have achance
on a computer,” Cooper said.

He added that he recommends
acquiring state retired computers
to many of his customers. "They
can get their hands on a good,
usable computer for not much
money," Cooper said. "It truly is a
bargain for many of our eligible
organizations or those individuals
who participateinour public sales."
